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INTRODUCTION 

With the exception of the Leyden Riddle, the lines from 
the Dream of the Rood which are carved on the Ruthwell 
Cross, two other early Northumbrian fragments, and the 
Kentish Hymn, all our Old English poetical texts are West- 
Saxon. But it is not for this reason supposed that the 
originals were composed in that dialect ; on the contrary, 
it is generally assumed — and this assumption is based on 
the results of historical and literary research — that the 
Old English poetry sprang up in other parts of the country, 
and that later, when Wessex became the dominant political 
power, West-Saxon scribes collected and copied the poems 
which had already been written down in the different 
dialects. 

This theory is corroborated by the evidence adduced 
on purely phonological grounds ; but here further com- 
plications are possible, as the poem may have passed through 
the hands of several copyists before we see it. For example 
a Northumbrian poem may have been written down by a 
Mercian scribe, then copied by a Kentishman, and this 
man's work may be the MS. from which the West-Saxon 
copy is made. The scribe may copy accurately the forms 
of the words in the MS. before him, or he may deliberately 
transliterate the poem into his own, or the literary, dialect, 
but in either case the forms which he himself would habit- 
ually use are apt to creep in unawares. The result of this 
is a curious medley of forms of totally different dialects in 
one and the same text ; and when it is remembered that 
the poems which we see only in their eleventh-century 
copies were probably composed in the eighth and ninth 
centuries, it will be seen that the possible number of copy- 
ings is great, and that therefore forms characteristic of 
each of the different dialects may be found in the same 
text. Elene, for example, which forms part of the Vercelli- 
book, contains forms which are typically Kentish, but also 
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several only possible to Mercian, and one which is due 
undoubtedly to Northumbrian influence.^ 

On the other hand, repeated copying may result in the 
entire elimination of the original dialectic forms. For ex- 
ample, the few lines of the Dream of the Rood which are 
inscribed on the Ruthwell Cross, are typically Northumbrian, 
forms like heafuncei, hcelda (cp. W.S. hyldan), fearran, 
bihealdun (prt. pi.), ^idroefid, etc., occurring. But the corre- 
sponding lines in the Vercelli-book are pure West-Saxon, 
and throughout the poem not a single typical Northumbrian 
form is to be found; of the two non- West-Saxon words 
which occur, bestemed 22, 48, might equally well be Kentish, 
Mercian, or Northumbrian, and the second wer^as, 31, 
might be Mercian or Northumbrian. When a poem, the 
latter copy of which we can contrast with its original, has 
been so completely normalised as to leave practically no 
indication of its original dialect, the impossibility of deciding 
from phonological considerations alone the home of the 
author of most of our poems becomes evident. 

A further difficulty must be mentioned ; in the case of 
a collection of poems such as the Exeter-book or the Vercelli- 
book, we have nothing to tell us whether the last scribe 
copied out what was already one MS., or whether on the 
other hand he was the first to collect the various poems ; 
whether, e.g., Andreas and Elene had both been transcribed 
into one MS. by a Kentishman before the Mercian scribe 
came upon them, or whether their history prior to their 
incorporation in the Vercelli-book had been separate. 

In the following investigation therefore, I have simply 
tried to separate the different dialectic elements of the 
poems treated, and to compare their relative proportion. 
For this purpose I have taken certain sound-changes which 
are typical of the different dialects, and have given in Part I 
statistics of the frequency of their occurrence, comparing 
at the same time the number of forms used belonging to 

I . It seems more probable that the non-West-Saxon peculiarities are native forms due 
to the author and scribes, rather than characteristics of a poetical Uterary dialect differine 
somewhat from the standard language of prose ; because, in the latter case, we should expect 
to find certam sound-developments occurring regularly. While, as a matter of fact in every 
case West-Saxon forms are found by the side of non- West-Saxon. Examples of 'even the 
commonest non-West-Saxon sound-change, as e.g., the back Umlaut of a are not 
numerous in any text as are the West-Saxon forms of words of the same class ' ^^ 
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other dialects. For the sake of clearness I have here given 
only statistics with references to Part II, a statement of those 
points of phonology in which the dialects differ, where full 
examples of aU non-West-Saxon forms are enumerated. 
Obscure or uncertain forms are not included in the statistical 
account, but will be found in Part II. In a supplementary 
section I have gathered under each poem the forms typical 
of the different dialects, which are represented in it. But 
which forms are original and which are due to scribes, I 
have not attempted to discuss. 

Only in the case of the certain works of Cynewulf, I have 
tried hy comparing the results yielded by each poem, and 
by considering the rhymes of which he made occasional 
use, to find some hypothesis which will account for the 
somewhat conflicting evidence concerning his native dialect.

Although end-rhymes are a characteristic of Middle and 
Modern English poetry, as compared with Old English, 
yet nevertheless we find a few examples, not only in the 
undoubted poems of Cynewulf, but also in others. That 
they were no chance assonances, is clear from passages in 
Chr. II (1. 591-595) and Elene (1. i236--i25o) where their 
quick repetition — Cynewulf has in the latter instance 
introduced fifteen rhymes (in two cases only assonance) 
in as many consecutive lines — must have struck the ears of 
the hearers. In some cases, as e.g. dream, hream, prcece, 
wrcEce, the rhyming words are common to all Old English 
dialects ; in others however, the true rhyme can only be 
obtained by substituting for the West-Saxon forms of the 
MS. those in use in some other dialect. These latter I have 
collected, as they record the pronunciation more faithfully 
than the spelling, which may be changed by each successive 
scribe ; all except one of these (the ist) are cited by Leiding, 
p. "^I, or Bauer, p. 97.

Cynewulf's Dialect 

Taking only those poems which bear Cynewulf's name, 
and which are therefore unanimously ascribed to him, the 
following results are yielded by a consideration of the 
language. 

Elene has not only Kentish, but also Mercian and 
Northumbrian elements, Christ II has Mercian and 
Northumbrian, while Juliana and the Fates of Apostles 
have both Kentish and Mercian. 

At first sight it would seem obvious that Mercian was 
Cynewulf's dialect, and that where other elements have 
been introduced, they are due to later scribes. But a 
glance at the numerical statement of the dialectic forms 
(p. 70) shews how notably the Mercian element pre- 
dominates throughout both the Exeter and Vercelli books ; 
after Mercian, the Kentish-Mercian and Mercian-North- 
umbrian forms are most frequent. From this I think one 
may safely infer that the last scribes of each collection were 
inclined to Mercian forms, or — if it be unlikely that men 
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who wrote as a rule such pure West-Saxon should sporadi- 
cally make use of dialectic forms — we must attribute these 
forms to the scribes immediately before them. At the same 
time it must be noted that this theory does not preclude 
the possibility that Mercian was the original dialect of the 
poem. 

Now we can hardly suppose Juliana (which, has no 
typically Northumbrian forms) to have been the work of a 
Northumbrian, or Christ II — which has no trace of Kentish 
influence — to have been written by a Kentishman. This 
is indeed possible (cp. the fate of the Dream of the Rood, 
supra p. vi), but, as it would prove that the phonology of a 
text is of no help in ascertaining the dialect in which it 
was written — provided we are sure that the text has been 
copied one or more times^we turn back to Mercian as 
the most probable original dialect. 

Turning to the rhymes we find more decided evidence. 
Excluding several rhymes common to all the dialects, e.g. 
dream, hream Chr. II 594, prcece, wrcece Chr. II 593, we 
find the following results. Elene has, besides one rhyme 
which is possible in any non-West-Saxon dialect, amcet, 
be^eat 1247, two Anglian rhymes, riht, ^e^eaht 1240, and 
miht, feaht 1241. But it has also one (not noted by 
Leiding) which is most probably Mercian or Kentish, ^ebrec, 
^eprec 114. Juliana has only one case of assonance, meahte, 
crcEJte 392, which might be either Kentish, Mercian or 
Northumbrian ; the Fates of Apostles has no rhymes. 
But Christ II contains, besides one common non-West- 
Saxon rhyme, hienju, mesrju 591, one, leoht, niht 592, which 
is typically Mercian. Comparing this with the rhymes of 
Elene, we find another argument in favour of the view 
that Cynewulf was a Mercian. 

This view was put forward by Wiilker (Angl. XVII 106) ; 
Sarrazin (Angl. Beibl. VI, 209) holds the same view in a 
modified form. But Sarrazin gives no reasons, and Wiilker's 
arguments are not convincing. 

He compares the unrest of Northumbria during the 8th 
century with Mercia's peace ; and argues that it was 
most unlikely that such poetry as Cynewulf's should be 
produced amid disorder and strife. On the other hand, 
Stopford Brooke (Hist. Early Eng. Lit. I, p. 195) sees in 
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Cynewulf's repeated wail, that all things on this earth are 
passing, references to the unhappy state of his native land, 
Northumbria. 

The fact that Cynewulf's works are preserved only in 
West-Saxon copies, forms Wiilker's second argument, on the 
grounds that, while Mercia was conquered by Ecjberht of 
Wessex, Northumbria never came into direct contact with 
Wessex. The history of the Dream of the Rood shews 
however that it was quite possible for a Northumbrian 
poem to pass into West-Saxon. Moreover at some time 
previous to their final transcription into West-Saxon, Elene, 
Juliana, the Fates of Apostles, and Andreas (which most 
critics now include among the certain works of Cynewulf) 
were copied by a Kentish scribe — or how else are we to 
account for the fairly numerous Kentish forms ? This 
renders untenable Wiilker's view of a direct passage from 
Mercian to West-Saxon. 

His third argument is that only a Mercian would write 
the life of GuSlac, while a Northumbrian would choose 
rather to do honour to some Northumbrian saint, e.g. 
Cu'Sberht ; and that, moreover, the writer of Gu81ac II 
knew the poem GutJlac I, which in all probability was 
composed in Mercia. Although this is true, it does not 
prove that Cynewulf was a Mercian ; for it has not been 
proved that he was the author of Gu'81ac II. And this 
argument might be equally well used by those who favour 
the view that Cynewulf was a Northumbrian, on the 
supposition that he did not write Gu'Slac II. 

On the other hand, the only arguments in favour of a 
Northumbrian origin are : — 

(i). The language, which, as we have seen, has not much 
weight. As for the first riddle, which was long thought 
to contain the author's name in its original Northumbrian 
form, Sievers (Anglia XIII, 19) has shewn that its solution 
has no connection with the poet's name. 

(2). The way in which Cynewulf describes the sea as only 
one who has seen it can (Stopford Brooke, Hist. Earl. Eng. 
Lit. I, p. 192). But Northumbria was not the only kingdom 
with sea-coast ; Mercia touched the sea on either shore 
(cp. Green, Making of Engl. II, 171), and all the other 
kingdoms had long coast-lines. Moreover it is almost 
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certain that Cynewulf spent part of Kis life as a wandering 
singer ; in his travels he must therefore, even if he did 
not grow up in the neighbourhood of the sea, have frequently- 
been near it, and watched the boats, ' foamy-throated, 
likest to a bird,' driven by the wind over the ' path of the 
whale.' In passing from one eorl's house to another, he 
may have felt the 'blows of the waves over the blending 
of the surge,', as ' the seahorse ' was carried to the shore. ' 

(3). The non-existence of a Mercian school of poets 
(Stopford Brooke I, p. 194). But of this we have no proof, 
as very few of the Old English works which still remain can be 
definitely assigned to any one dialect. Ten Brink however 
says in his Beowulf's Studien 236, 246, quoted by Sarrazin 
(Angl. Beibl. VI, p. 209), that the final version of Beowulf 
was written in Mercia towards the end of the 8th century. 

Sarrazin's suggestion that Cynewulf was a Northumbrian, 
who migrated to Mercia, has this advantage, that it WQuld 
account for the few Northumbrian forms in Christ II, Elene 
and Andreas (if we may attribute this poem to Cynewulf), 
without necessitating the supposition that they passed 
through the hands of Northumbrian scribes. 

As for the authorship of Andreas, I have found nothing 
to support the arguments for or against Cynewulf's author- 
ship. The only rhymes I have found might equally well 
be Kentish, Mercian or Northumbrian, and its phonology 
includes all these elements. In the same way nothing 
definite can be said with regard to the author of Gu'Slac II. 
The rhymes of Christ III point to a Mercian or Kentish 
origin ; and these are the two non- West-Saxon elements 
of its phonology. 
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
